As all giKxl housvki'oiHirs know that 
tho airing of the house is uf Very groat 
iniportauuo to tho liaalth and comfort 
of its inuintos, tho attending to this 
task should bo one of the Urst duties 
of such iwoplo. 

Do not ventilate tho rooms by o|>en- 
ingallthe wiiulnus. top uud bottom 
alik>% at once, as I have known some 
women to do^ for by s<> doing you not 
only ventilate tho house, but al.so 
your crude ideas o( ventilation. The 
lower part of a window should never 
l)e rsisril for tho pur|H>se of vonlila- 

tioll, ullli'Sb ill viTy Wiinil W(;;ltll'-:-, ur 

when wishing tu air tlio bed cororiug. 
Tlio iwisonoiu air aiholad Iqr tha in- 
mates of Uio koasaariiaa, and, eonae- 
quently, should paaT oat through the 

opening m»3o by loworiiig the top 
sush, at tho sanie time allowing the 
pnrc, (\lear air (rotii tbo outride to 
rush into tlio room. There arn 
soma houses, to b« sure, tn wUloh 
the windowa do not lot down from tKa 
top, leaving ttie ventllaUon of th» 
rooms to tho lifting of the lower sash. 
Well, tho soonnr such windows are 
made toopon both wi(ys tlie belter it w ill 
be for the airing of tho house to which 
thoy lire iillaehod, and to tlio hoalth of 
the people who lire In it. ^ ' 

Many persons oocopying a chamber 
at night sleep with the window down 
some inches at tho top, giving a.s a 
rensoii tlmt thoy cuii n(»t .sloep otlu-i-- 
wi.se. TIds may all bo very trui\ li -- 
cHUso they have been tocusuiiuod to ilo 
tMs from childhood, and having uatut^ 
ally strong constitutions it does them 
no material harm. But this way of 
sleeping is not advisable tr> uuy one in 
a olimato such as ours wluno ou 
retiring we leave the weather soft 
and mild, and dwrtaif tho night 
wake up shivering to add more coveir 
Ing, the oonsequenca ol » chilly, damp 
wind that haa sprung up whlU we woro 
asleep. Far better for ns to Tentllntu 
the room well during tho day, and de- 
pend ui)on thn quantity of fresh air 
thus obtained, with the addition of what 
comes in nt tlio windows, whicli are 
aercr aSr-tJsht; thsn to •adssw 
health of our families and ourselves by 
the Inhalation of damp night air. 

Before going from the chamber In the 
morning, lift from tho bod all tho cov- 
ering anil arrange It on chairs in such 
n way that the air will hare freo access 
to every part, open the wlhdowi, then 
leave the room, dosing the door after 
you. Don't worry about letting 
the be»l stand nnniado. but Ik^ sure it 
Is well aired bi'fore attempting to make 
It, no matter If it does wait until after- 
noon; then turn tho bed« if not too 
heavy. In Which case shnka 11 well, and 
lirooeed to oover as usual. ' 

Tha ether rooms may bo ventllalod 
by Ktting down tha top sash of the 
windows, and after closing tlie doora 
letting thorn remain so until fully 
aired, unless In raw damp weather, at 
willed time tho air that oomos from 
opening doors is, gonorally, all that is 
needed. Mover open tho window of a 
room, either top ur bottom. In wbloh 
there is a sick |)cn>on, without first 
ntkiiig Uio advice of a iihyslclnn, as la 
some coses, notably acute lung dis- 
eases, the least draught vaiy eftoa 
■vorM (atoL— Mm AMkI

HINTS ON TREE. PLANTING. 

Baw Manarr Stoak Hhonld Ba Takea Vp, 
Uattdlad aad Tranaplantad. | 

Many fruit trees, bushes, vines and 
other kinds of nursery stock are an- 
nually lost to tho ))iircliasers by lack of 
proper care in taking them up, liand- 
ling and resatting. It is gonorally ad- 
visable to obtain trees, bushes, shrubs 
nnd vinos from a nurseryman In one's j 
own vicinity.' providing ho has the 
varieties one wishes to plant Ho will 
care more for hia reputation than a 
person will who lives at a distance, 
and will not bo likely to practice im- | 
Iiosturcs on n palron who is a neigh- ! 
l)or. Tho chances are tliat ho will deal 
lairly. If for no higher motive than to . 
aecuro trade In tlie future. | 
There are other advantages In 
obtaining nursery stot^k near home. | 
It can 1)0 moved from tho place 
where it was raised lo tlic ono where 
it Is to grow in a very short time and 
a looK esporave to the air prevented, 
tt to'Bodlaiated to tho region and more 
likely to do well on that account A 
customer ean ehooie his trees If hn vis- 1 
its a nursery, but ho can oxereiso na 
choice if lie orders them from a di.s- 
tanco. He can see that tliey are pro|>- | 
orly taken from the ground and oan , 
reject tiioao that are injured. He can | 
take thom home In his own wagon and 
thus save tho cost of transportation. 
He can select a day for moving them 
when the wcallier is favorable (or lliiS 
work bill unfavorable for ordinary 
(uriii (ipenilions. 

As soon a.H trees, buslies and vines 
ore taken from tho ground their roots 
should bo covered, to protect them 
from the sun and wind. Mats, Iilank- 
ots or other kinds of ooarso cloth can 
bo used for thia purpose if - thoy are 
not tobe expoMdany great length of 
time. If tliey are to Im carried a con- 
siderable distoiioe Jt is better to place 
moss or moist hay or itrow almut tho 
roots. If some of tho roots are broken or 
otherwise injured it is Ijcst to cut tliem 
off with a sharp knife, so as to nlloiv 
new rootlcl.s lo form about the wound. 
A like course should bo taken with in- 
jured or broken brancbee. It la ggn- 
orally host to remove some part ol the 
top ol n tree that is lo bo transplanted. 
Tho loss of branches should at least 
correspond with the loss of root If 
several of llie roots have lieou cut oil 
oil the branches can not bo properly 
supplied with sap. Too much moist- 
ure will bo evaporated throogh tho 
leaves and the troe will bo likoly to 
suffer. Tlio troe can be pruned to tha 
iMjst ndvaiila je when it is out of tho 
ground. If it is very l.all (or Its ago 
the main stalk or loader can Iw short- 
ened. If there are too many branehci 
some ol them oan be romoved. II the 
troe ia v«rp abort height may bo insur- 
ed by removing soma ol tho lateral 
branches. 

Novii i s in planting and persons who 
are in h hurry to have fruit and shade 
trees generally aelect large nnd old 
trees. Thoy think that they oan "gain 
tinio" by planting them. Ex|)erleneed 
troo planters select young and vigorous 
ones. They prefer apple and |»'ar trees 
that are three j-ears from the bn<l, and 
])lnm and cherry trees tliot hove been 
budded but two years. They plant no 
grapo vinos that aro more than two 
yeara old, and prefer goo.ieborry and 
currant bushes of the siiue age. Ex- 
perience has taught tliein tliat yonug 
trees aro much more likely to live than 
old ones, that they stand transportation 
b<!ttor, nnd that tliey become larger 
trees at the end of ten years. What Is 
true ol frait trees la also true ol a|iade 
and ornamental trees in this reajioat 
A few yeors ago great numbers of trees 
from twenty to (orly (ect iu height nnd 
doubtless that number of yours old, 
were |>laiited in parks, on boulevards 
nnd in private grounds In this.elty. 
Some of thcro were io large that triicka 
wero built specially formovlngthem and 
four horses wero required to draw them. 
Not unlroquently $60 was paid (or one 
o( these trees. Nearly all o( these 
trees, which woro geucraiiy well plant- 
ed and cared for, liavo died or are in a 
dying condition, while young Ireea 
planted at tho same ttme are now their 
siilHiriors In sizo. 

It can not be expected thot trees, 
bushes nud vines will make a very raj)- 
id growtli or lie very productive i( tliey 
np) carelessly planted or plact'd ou 
poor or unsuitable soil, whate they re- 
ceive little or no attention. ' Iii^imI for 
fruit-tttios, bushes and vinos shiiiild Im 
In 0* good condition as that intended 
lor com and other cultivated crops. It 
sliould bo plowed deeply nnd havo 
giHHl drainage. It should bo tolerably 
rich, but tlic presence of fresh or On- 
foriueiited mannro In tho soil 
is not di'.slred. I( It is ncces.«n- 
ry to apply a (crlili/.or, well-rotted 
(orcst leaves or old stable mauuro or 
touiposl will bo (ounil to be tlie best, 
Tho holes in which tho roots arc to bo 
placml should be of good llse, nnd tlio 
ground at their boWilBl il ^B M be iiiudo 
loose by a spade or fork, ^~*>; to give 
the newly-lorme(T'rootlfnl'Waace to 
grow; Only light and toleraUg rich 
soil should bo thrown ab<iut the roo'ls. 
When the hole Is partially filled with 
fine earlli a bucket ol water can be 
used lo cxeeliont ailvantige to carry It 
about tho roola. Alter the water has 
boon absorbed the hole can be filled so 
that tbo ground will bo lovol. Unless 
the soil inrowif ttwiifc S-to "u^its bdssdc" 
quite firm the troos will bo likely to be 
blown out o( position by tho wind.— 
CMeayo 2Vnies. 

Speed of Maohlne Toola. 

A contemporary says that a nmrnber 
of experiments made recently by prao- 
tlcal inaoliiiiist« give the foltowlng fig> 
ores as tlio proper speeds at whlob mo- 
chine tools should work: Parallel shear- 
ing luachines and puiii liiug iiiaeliines 
should work at a spued of 7-16 inch jicr 
second; turning malleable coat h-un. 
6-10 inch; screwing machinee and 
screw taps, 1 1-fi' Inches; lathes for 
tnrning various steel articles, 2 inches; 
for turning cast iron arlicle.s, 3 1-5 
hiche.H; (or wrought Iron articles, 4 1-5 
inches; (or turning articles o( bronze, 
6 Inches. Lathes for turning wood can 
run al the rate of 10 inohes \iot looond. 
with a cutter U inches, and a ciroulai^ 
saw mky run about 81 1-6 inehos per 
second. —ifoaton DiulgeL
